think I owe it to them to protest 
against this proposed outrage on one of 
their representatives. 
As I am not a 
lawyer I can't be expected to split hairs 
in discussing my right to a seat on this 
floor. 
While it is true I ifm bat a poor 
laboring man with a wife and children to 
take care of with the money earned at a 
puddling 
furnace, there are a few 
things that I know as well, may be, «la 
the lawyers do. 
I know that I never 
held an office in mv life until I took my 
seat on this floor. I know that I never 
got a dollar from the public treasury, 
and never performed any official duty 
until I was elected to represent the labor- 
ing people of Vigo county and the state 
of Indiana. I know that my constituents 
elected me by a fair and honest majori- 
ty, and no man has ever dare i to deny 
it; and I know that I would rather be 
expelled from this hon-^e a hundred 
times than to take an office once when 
the people said they didn't want me to 
have it. If I am to be turned out for the 
purpose of electing 
a man to the 
United 
States senate who 
doesn't 
know a laboring man when he meets 
him, I will be very much surprised. 
When every man is compelled to admit 
that I got an honest ma jority of the votes 
cast in my county for representative, I 
have a right to appeal to every honest 
man on this floor to see that the rights 
of that mi jority are protected. 
Espe- 
cially do I appeal to the members who are 
here as the representatives of labor to 
stand by me in this fight, because this 
attempt to steal a seat frt m me is but 
one of the many outrages perpetrated by 
our enemies to defraud the laboring 
people of their just dura. If you can af- 
ford to turn me out o^ this house upon 
what scheming polit&ians call a technic- 
ality of the law, I can go back to the 
furnace to earn my daily bread, knowing 
that I am but another of the many vio- 
tims of monopoly and the almighty dol- 
lar. 
I thank you for the attention you 
lave given me."

BNOINBBR 
PerBuant to an order made by your honor- 
able body, cbansrlns' the time of making re- 
ports by city officials, f r o m March 31st to De- 
cember 3l8t, will report as follows, to-wit: 


Diiring.the past year the.regrime of opera- 
tions have bieen varied and «* tensive and f a r 
above the standard of work in former years, 
while the expenses of this department for en- 
glneerlnjgr and superintending work has been 
v o m o r e tban i o r the year 18^, and much less 
then that of former yeara; and while thia de- 
partment at times during the past season has. 
t e e n greatly overtaxed 
with work,. I 
am 
pleased to Inform you that none of the work 
has suffered from neglect, and each branch of 
business under the supervision-of this depart- 
ment has been given the attention consistant 
witb a proper discharge of all the duties of 
the office. 


The following tabular statement shows the 
amount and the different kinds of work done 
under the supervision of this department, to- 
gether with a statement of the expenditures 
for the year ending December 3Ist, 18«^:

By i omparlng the report of last year with 
that of the report of 1 he year ending Decem- 
bfrSlst, J886, we find as follows: 
Sidewalks 
constructed during the year I385. amount in 
lenial feet, 10,717, and for the year ending 
Dec. 31,1886, was 28,444 lenial, being 17 727 lineal 
feet more than for the year 1885, and in the 
same proportion for sidewalks constructed by 
properly owners, where no contract was let. 


Also on pewers there was a great increase 
over the year 1885. which amount was 13,931 
leniel feet: while for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st. 1886, was 24,863 lenial feet, a difference 
of 10.932 lenial feef^ more duiingihe :pearl886 
than for the year 1885. 


Also the street work was over two-thirds 
more 
The cost of street imp/ovement for the 
year 1885 was $3.530.2 . while for the year 1886 
the cost of street improvements was 810 733.60,

T herewith submit to you my fifth annual 
report of the operations of the fire depart- 
ment from April 1, 1886, to December 31, ls86.

The force of the department consists of one 
chief engineer, t w o assistant engineers, three 
foreman,nine full paid men, twenty minute 
men. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus In service consists of two 
steam fire engines, one hook and ladder truck, 
two four-wheel hose carriages that carry one 
thousand feet of hose, one chief engineer's 
wagon, twelve horses, four tho .sand five hun- 
d n d feet of good cotton hose, one lumber 
wagon, one two-wheel hose cart, two old steam 
fire engines, one thousand one hundred feel 
ot old rubber hose.

The department is provided at present with 
two engine houses. The No. 1 engine house 
will need some repairs this year. Some parts 
of the roof are in bad condition and should be 
repaired; the large outside doors are in bad 
condition and should be replaced by new 
ones 
the floor In the engine room is also bad 
and should be replaced by a new one. 
The 
No. 2 house being but recently built needs no 
repairs. I again wish to call your attention to 
the necessity of an engine house near Broad 
way and Jefferson street, and one near Third 
and Wells streets, and one nearMaumee ave- 
nue and Harmer streets. In my 
judgment 
some provision should be made for the erec- 
tion of these houses the coming year. 1 would 
also recommend that a chemical engine be 
placed in our department. 
I feel satisfied 
that over one half of the fires during the year 
can be controlled by a good chemical engine, 
and at times saving a large wa'er loss, and it 
does not require half tt'e time to place a 
chemical In service as to lay a line of hose to 
a hydrant; a chemical engine can drive up to 
a building and in a few seconds have a stream 
on the fire. 


In conclusion I desire to return my thanks 
to the mayor and city council for your support 
of the departmedt; to the fire committee'lor 
their counsel in all matttrs pertaining to the 
improvement of the department. to the mar- 
shals and police force for service rendered at 
flres, and to the officers and members of the 
department my thanks are especially due for 
their promptness and efficiency at fires.

ANNUAL 
REPORT

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


I have the honor to present the following 
statements in detail, showing operations of 
the health department durlngthe year ending 
January 1, 1887, togeihtr with recommenda 
tions of certain things, which, m my opinion, 
will tend to increase the efficiency of the 
health depMrtment. The work performed by 
the different departments speaKs for itself, 
and will. 1 trust, meet with the approval of 
yourselves and the people of Fort Wayne. 
The work of the health department has pro- 
gressed during the past year under 
more 
favorable circumstances than any other year 
durlngthe time I » eld the position of health 
officer. 
Every year the number of peisons 
who appreciate the labors of the officers are 
Increased, and assistance is now lent where 
obstruction was formerly put forth. 
Tho 
people begin to recogn ze the fact that no 
meana so surely promotes the health of the 
people as does the promotion of puolic and 
private cleanliness: and the agitators of san- 
itary refoim are no longer confined to the 
offiuias aloue. The seed Implanted In the 
minds of the people during the last few veirs 
is b ginning to bear fruit. It is encouraglnar 
to the officials to find many who had to be 
f< reed formerly to abate nuisances existing 
on their premises now conforming strictly to 
sanitary laws and urging like action on those 
around them. 


The removal of garbage and ashes Is a sub- 
ject of no small importance, and one upon 
which action has, 1 think, been too long de 
Ity^ed. No provision is made for the removal 
of garbage by the authorities, and as a con- 
sequence large accumulations in alleys, yards 
and vacant spaces over the entire area of the 
city. The adcumulation of ashes becomes 
also a I lace of deposit for filth and r^ fuse of 
every kind, and entices the creating and 
ma ntalning of numberL ss nuisances. On a 
majority of premises in Fort Wayne you will 
find in cellar, area, or yard, or alley, such an 
accumulation. 
In some cases it is kept in 
box or barrel; In others it is dumped on the 


ffronnd or in the corner of the yard. To It Is 
added dal^y portions of refuse—animal or 
vegetable, potato parings, dish-water and 
other resuse. If ashes and filth are placed in 
the cellar, which you will find in many in- 
stances is the case, the foul odors and noxiou 
gasses eminatinir thexètrom 
pérmeate the en- 
tire house, and their constant Inhalation by 
t h e inmates resfilts in 8onielo<r fever, which 
no one can account for. and which is accord- 
ingly set down. In case of death therefrom, as 
a "visitation of divine providence." Theashes 
of wood o r c o a l i s n o t set down in the cate- 
gory of nuisanoes, and taken alone there is 
nothing in either to prove injurious to health, 
but, as said before, the accumulation invites 
deposits _ of anlmti»l and vegetable matter, 
and these decaying do create a nuslance, and 
one which in a building used as a dwelling is 
liable to prove injurious to the health of the 
inmates. I think, therefore, it would -be a 
wise measure for your honorable body to take 
steps looking to the regular removal of filth 
of every kind, from alleys yards, cellars, and 
vacant spaces. This is a work perforuied in 
many cities, and one which, I think, could be 
Inaugurated apd successfully conaucted at; no 
very great expenses. 
It will be seen by 
reference to the notice books that2.6rpO Rotlce8 
were issued during the year; 1,200 privies 
were cleaned and connected with the ailey 
sewers.

•~A UfarFull of Ctood Work« Broncbt 
t o 
a Close. 


The death of Bishop Horatio Potter, of New 
York, which occurred last week, closed an 
episcopal career of thirty-two years. Ho was 
b o m at Beekman, now La Grange, Dutchess 
county, N. Y., Feb. 9, 1802. 
He 
studied 
a t Union college and was graduated f r o m 
that institution of learning in 1826, and a 
year later was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Hobart, shortly afterward being ordained a 
priest. 
A t about the sanw* time he was ap- 
pointed professor of mathematics and natural 
philosophy in Washington, now Trinity, col- 
lege, Hartford, Conn., which chair he filled 
for five years, in the meantime declining an 
invitation to become assistant minister of the 
Monumental church a t Richmond, Va, In 1833, 
however, he decided to leave the college and 
accepted the rpctorship of St. Peter's church. 
In 1837 he was invited to the presidency of 
Trinity college, but declined -it, being unwill- 
ing to be turned aside from his pastoral 
work. 
He remained rector of St. Peter's 
until 1854, when on the death of 
Bishop 
Wainwright he was chosen provisional bishop 
of the diocese of New York, being consecrated 
in November of that year. 
He could not, 
however, take, the full title of bishop while 
his coadjutor, Bishop B. T. Onderdonk, the 
diocesan, who had been suspended, was still 
alive; but at his death, in 1861, Bishop Potter 
succeeded to full jurisdiction. 
By a smgular 
coincidence, Rev. Dr. Alonzo Potter, brother 
of the subject of this sketch, succeeded a 
brother of Bishop Onderdonk of New Y o r k 
as bishop of Pennsylvania. 


During Bishop Potter's incumbency the re- 
sponsibilities and the interests of the diocese 
of New York increased enormously. 
The 
diocese in 1854 included 21,750 square miles, 
290 clergymen, 243 churches, 19,730 commu- 
nicants and 14,010 Sunday school scholars. In 
1868,when the diocese was divided, the clergy 
list had increased to 407, and there were 328 
parishes, 33,790 communicants and 37,494 
Sunday school scholars, while the contribu- 
tions had increased to $812,231. 
Thus, while 
the congregations had doubled, the collections 
had nearly quadrupled. 
In 1808 two large 
areas were separated fi-om the original diocese 
to make the new dioceses of Albany and Long 
Island. Thus the territory over which Bishop 
Potter presided was reduced to 6,500 square

miles. 
In 1869, the first year of its separate 
existence, there were 287 clergymen in the 
new diocese of New York, 170 parishes (some 
having 
more than 
one church 
building), 
20,000 communicants 
and 
20,867 
Sunday 
school scholars, while the contributions for 
the year amounted to $565,329. 
The repocta 
for 1878 showed the number of clergymen to 
be 303, of churches 198, of 
communicants 
34,803, and of Sunday school scholars 32,709. 
The contributions amounted to $728.130. 


The increase since 1878 bas been correspond- 
ingly large. 
Of the extent of his work some 
idea may be formed by a summary for the 
twenty-seven years ended with the report for 
1881. 
In that time he performed 78,092 con- 
firmations, 
and over 150,000 baptisms, of 
which number 18,353 were adults. 
He conse- 
crated 117 churches and laid over 100 corner 
stones. 
He ordained 450 deacons and 364 
priests. 
During this time 614 clergymen 
were received into his diocese, 653 transferred 
to other stations and 143 died. 
He instituted 
47 as rectors. 
Bishop Potter was a strong ad- 
vocate of the cathedral system and of the 
provincial system, both of which are con- 
formed to in England. 


In 1883 Bishop Potter, who was then over 
80 years old, began to feel that he was un- 
able to cope with the amount of woric re- 
quired of one in his position, and in October 
of that year the Rev. Dr. Henry Codman 
Potter, his nephew, 
was elected 
assistant 
bishop and now succeeds to the full title of 
the office. Since then the senior bishop has 
lived in retirement. 


BISHOP POTTER'S FUNERAL. 


Dr. Potter received the degree of Doctor of 
Bacred Theology from Trinity college, Hart- 
ford, Conn., in 1838; that of Doctor of Laws 
from 
Hobart 
college, Geneva, 
N. Y., in 
1856, and tlaat of Doctor of Canon Law from 
the University of Oxford in 1860. 


Dr. Potter was twice married, both times 
beforehe became bishop. 
His first wife was 
from Schenectady, and his second wife, who 
died some years ago, was a ' t i a t i v e o f 
Scot- 
land. 
Three children survive him. Professor 
William Potter, 
of the 
University of Sti^ 
Louis; Mrs. Chauncey, whose husband was à 
resident of Philadelphia, and Miss Anna Pot- 
ter. 
Assistant Bishop Potter, the Rev. Dr. 
Clarkson N. Potter, Gen. Robert 
Potter, 
President Eliphalet Nott Potter, of Hobart 
college; Howard Potter, the banker; and Ed- 
ward Potter, an architect, are sons of his 
brother, the late Bishop Potter, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Bishop Potter was buried on Saturday last 
f r o m Trinity church, where he was installed 
so many years ago. 
The funeral service was 
a n impressive one, and was attended by dele- 
gations from various colleges and 
church 
boards and many prominent people. 


I t is time the humbugging sjrstem of 
ap- 
pointing as auditor inexperienced men with 
no knowledge and less taste for figures was 
abolished. 
Employ 
experts who

stand what they are about. 
A few yearr 
« n e e a bright clerk in a large corporatioi> 
was about retiring, and wishing to do the 
honest thing, he showed t h a t the auditing 
had been done b y him, and though there 
was nothing wrong in his accounts, hQ ex- 
posed the folly of taking incapable m e n to 
perform the work.—Boston Journal

Colonel Robertson's Election Unconsti- 


tutional aufl 
He is Denied 


Hia Seat— The Appeal. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 17. — Judge Ayres, 


of the civil oironit eottit, this morning 
gave hia decision in the prooeedinga 
Against Lieutenant Governor Robertoon. 
He held that the court had jurisdiction 
of the case and that there is no provU- 
on in the constitution, whereby a lieu- 
;anant governor can be elected at any 
other time than when a governor ie 
elected. That is once every four years, 
and inaamaoh BB the election is not con- 
stitutional, he granted a writ of injunc^ 
lion against Colonel Robertaon. In con- 
clusion the judge said he assumed juris- 
diction and made the decision he did BO 
there could be an appeal to the supreme 
court at once, he believing .that upon 
anoh an important question the opinion 
of that court should be hod.

• Thedeath of Bishop Horatio Potter, ot Now 
Tork, which occurred lost week, • closed an 
episcopal career of lhirtj--two years. Ho woa 
Lom at Buekaiaii, now La Grange, Dutdicss 
couuty, N. Y., Feb. 0, 16U3, 
IJo studied 


at Union. tMllego and was eratlunted from 
thut iustltution of learning in ISStf, and a 
§^ar later v?os ordained a deacon by Disiiop 


obart, shortly afterward being ordained a 


priest. At about tho san^. tinio bo was ap- 
pointed professor of mathematics and natural 
philosophy in Washington, now Trinity, col- 
luge, Hartford, Conn., which chair he filled 
(or flva years, In tbe meantime- declining an 
invitation to bocomo assistant minister of tho 
Monumental ctmrch at Richmond, Vo. In 1633, 
• however, ho decided to leavo tho college mid 
accepted tbo i;ectorchjp of SL Totei-'s church. 
In 1SJ7 ho was invited to tho presidency of 
Trinity college, hue declined -it, betas unwill- 
ing to bo turned aside from his pastoral 
work. Ho remained rector of St. Peter's 
until 1S54, when on tho death of Bishop 
Wainwright ho was chosen provisional bishop 
of tho diocese of New York, being consecrated 
in November of that year. He could not, 
however, take, the full titlo of bishop while 
his coadjutor. Bishop B. T, Onderdonk, thi 
diocesan, who bad been suspended, was still 
nlive; but at his death, in 1801, Bishop Potter 
succeeded to full jurisdiction. By a singular 
coincidence, RBV. Dr. Alonzo Potter, brother 
of thu biibject of this sketch, succeeded a 
brother of Bishop Onderdonk of Now York 
as bishop of Pennsylvania. 


During Bishop Potter's incumbency th3 ra- 


spousibililies and thu interests of tbodioceso 
of Nan- York increased enormously. Tho 
dioceso m 18M included 21,750 s,quaro miles, 
290 clergymen, 243 churches, 10,7^0 commu- 
' .iits iiii'l 14,010 Sunday school scholars. In 


i.wlwii thn dioceso was divided, tho clergy 


list had incn-avnl to 407, and there were 323 
parishes, 33,700 comiiiuoicants and 37,494 
Sunday school scholars, whI!o tbo contribu- 
tion! had increased to $512,231. Thus, nhilo 
tbe congregations had doubled, the collectings 
liad nearly quadrupled. 
In 1BGS two large 


s were soparated from tho original diocese' 
lake tho iien dioceses oC Albany and Long 


Tslnml. Thus the territory over which Bishop 
Potter presided was reduced to 5,500 tquaro
